Returns To Enemy Occupied Holland From faded : 


Undertaking 
By An Old Man 


THE ROYAL Netherlands Government 
has announced thot it had learnt yesterday 
with a profound sense of indignation that, 
notwithstanding solemn assurances given to 
the contrary, Dr. D. J. de Geer, ex-Prime 
Minister of the Netherlands, has left Lisbon 
for the enemy-occupied part of the kingdom 
in Europe. 


Dr. de Geer who is 78 years of age, was 
Prime Minister from June, 1939, to Septem- 
ber, 1940. Thus he was head of the Govern- 
ment at the moment of the German invasion 
on May 10 last year and had an important 
share in the responsibility for the unanimous 

. decision of the Cabinet to leave The Hague 


for London with Her Majesty the Queen.

Brave Dust Storm 


Between December

Brave Dust Storm 


Between December 6 and 7 oan 
Indian divisions, under cover ofa 
storm, feft them concentra 
ton ceea near Marsa Matruh and 
coneentrated apparently 
served, after a 75 to 50 0 nale 
march. near Kenayis to the south- 
west On the following day the 
diviston moved some fifty 
further to the west inte an area 
bout 35 miles south-east of 
Nibeinwa cump where the Italian 
armoured forces under General 
MaleUti which included clements 
of a Black Shirt division were 
located. Here our troops were 
jomned by armoured units. The 
Italian position had been recon- 
noitred during hours of darkness 
and it was found that the defences 
were definitely weaker on the 
south-west than elsewhere. It 
was accordingly decided to attack 
tha camp from the south-west, 
but at the same time with the aid 
of some artillery and infantry to 
create an impression of an attack 
from the south-east, During the 
night of December 8/9 the troops 
moved to their assembly positions 
for the attack the notse of their 
movements being cuvered by air- 
craft which flew over the camp 
and dropped bombs. Artillery was 
brought up into position within 
7) yards range of the enemy 
forces, 


Hand-To-Hand Fighting 


The attack began about 7 a.m. 
on the morning gf the 9th and was 
preceded by a short but heavy 
concentration of artillery fire on 
the enemy defences. Simultane- 
ously our tanks attacked and 
reached the defences about 7-30 
a.in, They were closely followed 
by British and Indian infantry 
who had been brought up in 
motor tratisport to within 800 
yards of the enemy positions, The 
tank attack was covered by a8 
smokescreen and broke through 
the enemy lines. Many enemy 
tanks were caught while they 
were still in their tank park with 
their engines warming up.

believe, too, that, the Germans 
themselves have begun to realise 
this. At first the attitude of the 
Nazi Army of Occupation was 
scrupulounly correct, und for @ 
time this had its effect, making 
the French feel that after all per- 
haps the Germans were not as 
black, as they had been painted. 
There is no reason to believe that 
even now. the actual demeanour 
af the German troops. has changed 
for the worse.

idon's air blitz. 
Many of 


them have been 
wounded, but this rest away 
from war, worry and work is 
fitting them once again to meet 
cheerfully all that Goering's 
murderers can send. 

Conditions are ideal for a quick 
recovery, They walk round the 
beautiful grounds and garden, play 
tennis, or just sit and rest. 

Typical of the girls are three 
who are aching to be back at 
work after only a fortnight’s 
rest, They were bombed twice 
in one night; all were injured, 
but they are nearly better now 

—and they want to get back to 

their patients. 

One of them was in her office, 
about to start on her reports, when 
the blitz came. 

“I felt as if my head was leaving 
my body,” she told a reporter 
“Fortunately it did not; my body 
followed my head.

The fact is that in France, even

about one half of the whole na- 
tion, live on the land, Most of it 
they own-. something like 97 per 
cent. of all the farms- their nor- 
mal holdings being anything from 
twenty to a hundred acres, with 
thirty to forty as a good averages. 
The peasants ure the hardest 
working people in the world and 
their womenfolk share their bur- 
dens. During the early months 
of the present war, when it was as 
yet a “Sitzgrieg", it was the wo- 
men who, almost) single-handed, 
gathered in the harvest and Kept 
up the nation’s agriculture ona 
pre-war level.

Breach OF 
Undertaking 
By An Old Man 


THE ROYAL Netherlands Government 
“has announced that it had learnt yesterday 
with a profound sense of indignation that, 
notwithstanding solemn assurances given to 
the contrary, Dr. D. J. de Geer, ex-Prime 
Minister of the Netherlands, has left Lisbon 
for the enemy-occupied part of the kingdom 


in Europe. 


Dr. de Geer who is 78 years of age, was 
Prime Minister from June, 1939, to Septem- 
_ber, 1940. Thus he was head of the Govern- 
ment at the moment of the German invasion 
on May 10 last year and had an importartt 
share in the responsibility for the unanimous 
decision of the Cabinet to leave The Hague 
for London with Her Majesty the Queen. 


Soon after the resignation of Dr 
de Geer from the Premiership in 
September last year, the Govern- 
ment decided to entrust him with 
a mission to the Netherlands East 
Indies, which would have en- 
abled him to join some members 
of his family living in that part of 
“the kingdom. 


Dr. de Geer left England in No- 
vember last on the express con- 
dition that the cMeial facilities 
granted to him were to serve ex- 
clusively for the purpose just 
mentioned und he himself gave a 
formal undertaking to Ubat effect 


Breach Of Loyalty 


Having learned with deep re- 
gret that the former Prime Min- 
ister has broken this sulenin pledge 
by returning to uecupied — terri- 
tory, the Royal Netherlands Gov- 
ernment have the puinful duty — tc 
make it known that they consider 
Dr. de Geer's condtct a breach of 
loyalty and an act detrimental to 
the national interests, 

This unfortunate invident, con- 
cluded the announcement, can in 
no Way be accepted as an indica- 
tion of any change in the firm de- 
termination of the Royal Nether- 
lands Government to continue the 
war against Germany on the side 
of their British “al.y until ultim- 
ate victory.- -Reuter,

“How Indian troops took their 
full share in the capture and des- 
tructon of the Italian forces on 
FRgyptian soil can now be told in 
fuller detail, 


Brave Dust Storm 


Between December 6 and 7 an 
Indian division, under cover of a 
dust storm, left their concentra- 
tern area near Marss Matruh and 
concentrated apparently unob- 
served, after a 25 to 50 mile 
march, near Kenayis to the south- 
west. On the following day the 
division moved some fifty miles 
further to the west into an area 
about 15 miles south-east of 
Nibeiwa camp where the Italian 
armoured forces under General 
Maletti a@vhich included clements 
of a Black Shirt division were 
lucated. Here our trcops were 
joined by armourtd units. The 
Italian position had been recon- 
noitred during hours of darkness 
and it was found that the defences 
were definitely weakér on the 
south-west than elsewhere. It 
wes accordingly decided to attack 
th> camn from the south-west, 
but at the same time with the aid 
of some artillery and infantry to 
create an impression of an attack 
from the south-east. During the 
night of December 8/9 the troops 
moved to thelr assembly positions 
for the attack the noise of their 
movements being covered by air- 
creft which flew over the camp 
and dropped bombs. Artillery was 
brought up into position within 
700 yards range of the enemy 
forces. 


Hand-To-Hand Fighting 


The attack began about 7 a.m. 
on the morning of the 8th and was 
preceded by a_ short but heavy 
concentration of artillery fire on 
the enemy defences, Simultane- 
ously our tanks attacked and 
reached the defences about 7-30 
ain, They were closely followed 
by British and Indian infantry 
who had been’ brought up in 
motor transport to within 800 
yards of the enemy positions. The 


tank attack was covered by a 
smokescreen and broke through 
the eremy lines. * Many enemy 
tanks were caught while they 
were still in their tank park with 
their engines warming up. 

They were fired on while still 


in rows and were soon on fire. : 


The Italians were evidently heavi- 
ly shaken by the tank attack fol- 
lowing so closely on the artillery 
bombardment and by the almost 
simultaneous arrival of British 
and India& infantry who swept 
through the camp. 

There was, however, a conisi- 
derable resistance in the south- 
east corner of the camp where 
hand to hand fighting took place. 
By 8-45 a.m. the whole of this 
large defended camp was ours. 


Some 2,000 prisoners were taken 
immediately, some thirty enemy 
tanks were destroyed and twenty~ 
five-to fhirty guns of various 
calibtes captured in addition to 
many light and heavy: machine- 
gtuas,
